It wil-be called the “Relatives’ In- 

 Brereen Bureau,” and its name in- 
‘dicates its purpose. It is intended to 
‘establish ‘these bureaus in practi- 
eally eyery town throughout Canada. 
*. The ministry of militia proposes to 
use already existing machinery | in- 
as much as the work will likely be! 
eatried out by municipal: officials, 
such as’ tax collectors and others. 

As matters are at present, when a 
soldier becomes a casualty his rela- 
fives. are somewhat at a_ loss © just 
“what to'\do. FPhey approach distgict 
headquarters, or write to Ottawa, or 
perhaps to the company commander 
“or officer commattding of their dear 
one’s battalion.

In the ¥on Bissing 
Belgium there would be no room for 
King Albert and his dynasty and the 
meniorandum quoted approvingly the 
advice of Machiavefli that, under such 
circwnstances,.a_ king or regent 
should be put out of the way, if 
necessary, by death. .

Another Scheme Frustrated 


Germany Will No Longer Be Able to 
Obtain U.S. Products Through 
‘ Neutral Countries 


Among the immediate benefits of 
participation in the war by the Unit- 
ed States will be the shutting off of 
Germany's chief source of outside 
supplies. Through Holland, as a neu- 
tral country, Germany has been re- 
ceiving half the United States’ ex- 
ports of pork, bacon, and beef, three- 
quatters of that country’s exports of 
butter, eggs, and vegetables , and 
two-thirds of the exports of cheese. 
Wheat, corn, and oats have also been 
going to Holland in large quantitiés, 
cither for direct transfer to*Germany, 
or*to replace Holland’s exports to 
that country. Investigations regard- 
ing cotton cxports show that - hun- 

reds of millions of pounds have gone 
to Germany, by way of neutral coun- 
tries. Thécotton is used in the man- 
ufacture of war explosives and in the 
making of clothing and other require- 
ments for thé army. 

The United States grain estimates 
show that the curtailment of supplies 
to neutrals, where there is a possibil- 
ity of sale to Germany, is urgently 
needed. Lo satisfy normal require- 
wients for a year the country needs 
abeut 620,000,000 bushels ~ of wheat. 
Last year’s crop was 640,000,000 
bushels. Recent estimates of experts 
give onby— 651,000,000 bushels this 
year. European allies in the coming 
twelve mouths must import 540,000,- 
000 bushels gf wheat and 300,000,000 
bushels of fodder grain, They look 
to the United States and Canada for 
the greater part of — the 840,000,000 
bushels. Evidently it will be neces- 
sary for both Canada and the United 
States to be conservative regarding 
consuinption at home, if the required 
supplies are“to be made available. In

Over Sixty Thousand Deaths An- 
nually in U.S. From Effects 
of Alcohol 


Dr. FE. F. Bowers; an eminent 
health authority, writing in the Amer- 
ican Magazine says: 

“It is. conceded, even by conserva- 
tives, that between sixty and seventy 
SrOusAny persons die annually in the 

“3% 
other words, eight and four-tenths 
per cent. of the entire number of 
deaths are due to this dangerous pro- 
toplasmic poison—this degenerator 
of brain and tissue cells. To be ex- 
act, B. Donnell Phelps, who is re- 
cognized as one of the most careful 
and conservative of statisticians. and 
whose work, ‘Mortality of Alcohol,’ 
is used as a text book in many of 
ur higher educational — institutions, 
claims that sixty-five thousand, eight 
hundred and ninety-seven deaths per 
year ae diregtly due to the use of 
alcoholic liquors. This estimate sig- 
nifies one adult death every eight 
minutes, or in other words, one man 
in every seven and one-half who die 
in the U.S., dieS because of drink. 
“The claim is made also, that of 
one thousand deaths among drinkers, 
four hundred and forty or nearly one 
half are due directly and indirectly to 
alcohol. Applying these «figures to 
the continental U.S., more than six 
hundred and eighty thousand deaths 
a year (both directly and indirectly) 
can be charged to the killing power 
of this poison. 
the mortality in our  posesssions, 
which will bring the total up to sev- 
en hundred and twenty-five thousand 
per year, which means that alcohol 
is bludgeoning otir people out of ex- 
istence at the rate of two thousand 
per day. ‘ 

“Professor Halmel, of Germany, 
says: ‘Among Bavarians, the greatest 
beer-drinking people in the world, 
three hundred out of every one thou- 
sand babies born are born dead. Fach 
ycar sixty-nine thousand infants die 
before they are twelve months old. 
Norwegian mothers had as many 
dead born babies as Bavarian moth- 
ers until they were taught not to 
drink alcohol liquors. Now they 
lose buf eighty or ninety out of one 
thousand babies.’ 

“If we concede further that aleo- 
hol is responsible as the chief factor 
in many cases of Bright's Disease, 
Tuberculosis, Heart Disease, Pneu- 
monia, Hardening of the Arteries, 
Degeneration of the Liver and Pan- 
creas, Apoplexy, suicide, 
injury, chrome Gout and 
tism, Dementia, Delirium 
and alcoholic insanities, inability 
withstand surgical operations, in- 
creased: infant mortality from de- 
creased powers of factation in nurs- 
ing smothers, Gastritis and Epilepsy, 
lit might almost seem as though we 
have underestimated rather than ov- 
crestijnated alcoholic mortality.” H.
